“Operating normally,” he ex- 
plained, “‘this price system is sup- 
posed to give to each agent of pro- 
duction, as the reward for his con- 
tribution, the essential equivalent 
of the value he has been the means 
of creating. Working ideally, the 
existing order should not have, to 
any substantial extent or for any 
considerable time, such a condition 
as ‘over-production.” Consumption 
of goods is susceptible of very 
great elasticity. The wants of man- 
kind are capable of almost limit- 
less addition. 

“The successful operation of the 
present system is conditioned vit- 
ally upon the maintenance of a 
sound and proportionate balance 
among the agencies of production, 
owners, employers, employes—all 
people in business—as to their in- 
come and therefore their purchas- 
ing power. As production tends 
to inerease, in consequence of the 
development of efficiency and 
economy, income or. purchasing 
power ought, ideally, to expand 
pari passu. 

“Badly Out of Balance.” 

‘Tf disturbances occur in our 
monetary and credit system; if mo- 
nopoly power becomes prevalent; 
if, through ignorance or weakness, 
the changing wages of workers do 
not harmonize with the changes 
existent in the general volume of 
production; if artificial stimulus, 
in such a form as governmental 
bounty or subsidy, is bestowed up- 
on some given basic industry—if 
such abnormal circumstances as 
these occur,-then it will inevitably 
happen that the harmonious price 
and income relationship, so much 
to be desired, will be seriously dis- 
turbed. Such is the case at the 
present time. Our business system 
is very badly out of balance, 

“Probably more searching ques- 
tions are being considered today 
as to the adequacy of the capital- 
istic system to meet the reasonable 
demands that are made upon it 
than at any time since the begin- 
ning of modern industrialism.

STOCK EXCHANGE WARNING 


Questionnaire Sent to All Members 
Concerning Activities of This 
Nature, 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK. May 26.—New 
York Stock Exchange members to- 
day received a questionnaire from 
the Exchange demanding full in- 
formation regarding bearish oper- 
ations of themselves or their cli- 
ents. 

This is the first time, so far as 
has become publicly known, that 
the Exchange's Committee on Busi- 
ness Conduct has begun an exten- 
sive investigation of the bears since 
the troublesome days of last au- 
tumn. The Exchange's rules im- 
pose severe penalties for operations 
designeq to depress share values 
artificially, although the Exchange 
jis not opposed to legitimate short 
selling.

- Most Deposits in Currency. 

Examining William E. Zuendt, 
president of the First National 
Bank, Representative Limbaugh of 
the House managers in addition to 
introducing the le@ger sheets of the 
Brunk account also offered in evi- 
dence the original deposit slips of 
the Brenk deposits, most of them 
showing the deposits were in cur- 
rency and rarely in checks. 

John G. Madden, Brunk’s at- 
torney, brought out On cross-ex- 
amination that many employes in 
the Capitol commonly cashed their 
salary checks in the State Treas- 
urer’s office, then depositing the 
eash in the bank, leading to the 
inference that was Brunk’s custom. 
Of all Brunk’s deposit slips during 
two years, it was shown, in only 
four instances did he deposit his 
salary in the form of a State Aundi- 
tor’s warrant or a State Treasurer’s 
check. 

At the time the testimony of the 
bank account was offered no effort 
was made to account far the excess 
deposited over the amount of the 
salary and fees, although it is un- 
derstood that on the presentation 
of the defense it will be shown that 
the deposits included expense 
money Brunk drew from the State 
to repay himself for expenditures 
in travel on State business.

$1000 for Conviction of 
Lawyer, $500 for ‘Run- 
ner’ or Person Making 
False Claims. 


In an effort to check the in- 
creasing drain of damage claims 
and- suits on its revenues, the Pub- 
lic Service Co. today announced of- 
fers of rewards of $500 and $1000 
for the arrest and conviction of 
persons filing false or fraudulent 
suits against the company. 

In the case of a lawyer filing 
such false or fraudulent suit for a 
client the reward is $1000 for in- 
formation leading to his arrest and 
conviction or to his disbarment. 
Rewards of $500 are offered for the 
arrest and conviction of any solic- 
itor, or “runner,” or “snitch” who 
may cause such false suit or claim 
to be filed, or any person who files 
such suit or claim in his own be- 
half. 

Increases Operating Costs. 

Payments on account of claims 
and suits for injuries and damages 
are one of the largest items in the 
coinpany’s operating expenses. The 
amount in 1930 was $1,579,429; in 
1929, $1,351,101; in 1928, $1,244,- 
556. The money to pay these 
claims comes from fares paid by 
the car riders. 

“Nearly 10 cents of every reve- 
nue dollar collected by the com- 
pany,” the announcement states, 
“is paid out in damage claims and 
judgments. many of which the 
company feels are exorbitant and 
unjust because ambulance-chasing 
lawyers have persuaded clients to 
exaggerate their injuries and have 
produced in court doctors and 
others who likewise have exag- 
gerated the injuries. 

Direct Appeal Urged. 

“Last year the company had the 
best safety record of any year of 
its operation and its number of 
accidents is among the lowest of 
transportation companies, propor- 
tionately. On the other hand dam- 
age awards paid by the company 
are among the highest in the coun- 
try.”’ 

The announcement states that 
many damage suits are the result 
of solicitation by lawyers whose 
fees usually are 50 per cent of 
whatever they recover from the 
company, and urges all persons 
suffering injuries on street cars or 
in accidents in which streets cars 
are involved to apply directly to the 
company. “You will get a square 
deal on any legitimate claim for in- 
juries or damages which you may 
have against the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. if you present your 
case directly to the company,” the 
announcement says.

EMBEZZLEMENT 


Former Head of Bancoken- 
tucky Company Acquitted 
of Charge Based on Note 
Indorsement. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 26.— 


James B. Brown, former president 
of Bancokentucky Co., was freed 
today of a charge of embezzlement 
in connection with indorsement of 
a $2,000,000 note to the company. 

The trial of Charles F. Jones, 
former vice president, indicted on 
the same charge, was set for June 
9, after Brown’s acquittal. Defense 


attorneys said the charge against 
Jones should be dismissed, since 
the principal was acquitted, Com- 
monwealth Attorney W. Clarke 
Otte said his office would look into 
the charge before the trial date. 

The jury that tried Brown delib- 
erated three hours and 20 minutes. 
A half hour before returning the 
verdict, last night, the jurors noti- 
fied the Court they were dead- 
locked, but were instructed by 
Judge A. T. Burgevin to continue 
deliberating. The defense present- 
ed no testimony during the trial. 


The indictments were based on a 
note Brown executed to his brok- 
ers, Wakefield & Co., which sub- 
sequently was indorsed to the 
Bancokentucky Co. of which 
Brown was president. Brown also 
is president of the closed National 
Bank of Kentucky and publisher 
of the Louisville Herald-Post, now 
being operated by a receiver in 
bankruptcy. 

Brown and Jones are under Fed- 
eral indictments charging wilful 
misapplication of funds of the Na- 
tional Bank of Kentucky in con- 
nection with a transaction involv- 
ing $46,777. They are accused of 
ordering Wakefield & Co. to pur- 
chase stock without consent of the 
bank’s directors. No date has been 
set for the Federal trials.

JUDGES ARE TO STUDY. 


PROPOSED NEW RULES 


. 
Action Is Taken as Result of 
Letter of Protest Written 
by Judge Rutledge. 


The Ciréuit Judges, in general 
term meeting yesterday, orjiered 
that a copy-of proposed new rules 
of court, which had been prepared 
by a special commi‘tee, be fur- 
nished each Judge. Parts show- 
ing changes in the present rules 
and what faults would. be remedied 
by a reform will be included. 

This action was taken as a result 
of a letter written by Judge Rut- 
ledge to his colleagues. Judge Rut- 
ledg éxpressed regret thac the spe- 
cial committee was discharged by 
vote of a majority of the Judges 
“after its work was practically fin- 
ished but before sam? was report- 
ed and submitted.” He was chair- 
man of the committes composed 
of members of the juiiciarvy and 
representatives of the Bar Assori- 
ation. 

Judge Rutledge outlined what 
the report would have been and 
contended the committee had de- 
vised a set of modern and efficient 
rules for management of the busi- 
ness of the Civil Courts which 
would have the effect of expediting 
trials. 

It embraces an automatic setting 
of cases in numerical case number 
order, thereby minimizing possible 
favoritism in the docketing and as- 
signments of cases, and provides 
for an assignment commissioner 
under control of the presiding 
Judge, saving probably two days’ 
time each week for that Judge. 

It also would do away with the 
calling of trial calendars and pre- 
vent waste of time of lawyers, liti- 
gants and witnesses in attending 
the call. Other features embraced 
in the plan include the automatic 
moving of each case to the top of 
the day trial calendar so that such 
docket will ‘not “blow up”; pre- 
vents continuances because of un- 
favorable place on docket and elim- 
inates continuances because of lack 
of time to try a case. 

Another reform suggested is that 
the two equity courts as now con- 
stituted shall be abolished so that 
all civil divisions try both jury 
and equity cases. This would re- 
lieve the monotony of similar trials. 

Careful consideration will be giv- 
en by the Judges, it was stated, to 
ascertain if the proposed change 
would be any improvement over 
the present assignment system. It 
was stated erroneouSly in the Post- 
Dispatch last week that the J idges 
had voted to reject the rules. The 
rejection was on a proposed change 
in the manner of summoairg jur- 
ors. 


first under an amended rule 
whereby the Judges assemble in 
the last week of the closing term 
of court, when no jury trials are 
scheduled, Heretofore they have 
met on the first day of the open- 
ing of the new term of court. By 
the change one day is gained for 
the trial of jury cases.

URGES CANCER CLINGS 
FOR MEDICAL COLLEGES 


Report States Physicians’ 
Knowledge of Disease Is 
Very Inadequate. 


By the Associited Press. 

NEW YORK, May 26.—A report 
of the directors of the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer, 
made public today, advocates the 
establishment of special cancer in- 
stitutes, hospitals, services and clin- 
ics, affiliated with universities and 
including in their programs educa- 
tion, research and treatment in the 
field of cancer control. 

“It does not seem too much to 
hope,” says the report, “that the 
further development of cancer 
clinics throughout the country and 
their covordination through the 
American College of Surgeons may 
raise the standards of treatment of 


cancer, and as a practical result be- | 
gin to reduce the frightful mortal- | 


ity from this disease. 


“The general lack of knowledge | 
regarding the significance of early 


signs, the failure to appreciate the 


disastrous results of delayed diag- | 


nosis ahd treatment, the inability 
to distinguish between good and 
bad treatment, and the feeling that 
the affliction is a stigma, are each 
and all responsible for a vast 
amount of unnecessary suffering 
and death. 

“It is encouraging to note, how- 
ever, that the situation in this re- 
spect has definitely improved in 
this country during the past dec- 
ade. Physicians report that an 
increasing proportion of cases are 
coming to them earlier in the stage 
of the disease, with a resulting 
higher percentage of cures. The 
public is becoming more familiar 
with the beginning signs of can- 
cer; it appreciates more keenly the 
importance of early action: the 
subject is discussed with greater 
frankness.” : 

Pfivate agencies largely have 
caused this improvement, with a 
few governmental bodies assisting 


general medical profession rogare - 
ing cancer is very inadequate,” tic 
report states. “To the averace 
physician early cancer is a-coni- 
paratively unrecognized disease, 
and advanced cancer a hopeless 
problem. The situation is readily 
explaineg by the fact that the gen- 
eral practitioner encounters relu- 
tively few cases of cancer and lacks 
the necessary facilities for its diag- 
nosis and treatment. There is also 
at present inadequate instruction on 
the subject of cancer in most of 
the medical schools throughout the 
country; which is due in some 
measure to a lack of appreciation 
of the possibilities and in part to a 
lack of facilities to make cases 
available for stady.”

tives, variously numbered by wit- 
nesses at from seven to 14, invaded 
his home at 5239 Cates avenue 
while he was ill in bed, placed him 
under arrest and held. him with- 
out warrant for 72 hours. | 

Lays Blame on Kaiser. 

“During their presence in the 
house,’ the affidavit recites, “the 
various detectives, without having 
any search warrants or any legal 
authority to do so, searched through 
the entire place, where this affiant 
was living, turned topsy-turvy the 
clothing, contents of bureau draw- 
ers, Of closets, read. letters ad- 
dressed to the affiant, and papers 
and letters belonging to the other 
occupants of the house, and upon 
his arrival at headquarters affiant 
was informed that all the acts and 
conduct as aforesaid was under-the 
instructions of.Robert Kaiser, Chief 
of Detectives of the City of St. 
Louis, Mo.” 


At headquarters, Shipp’s affi-} 


davit continues, he was  photo- 
graphed, his fingerprints were tak- 
en and he was held in the hold- 
over until last Saturday, approxi- 
mately 72 hours. Last Thursday 
and Friday morning, he continues, 
he was forced to appear in the

The note declared that in spite 
of the provisions of the treaty of 
Dorpat, Ingrians-Finnish inhabi- 
tants across the Soviet border— 
had been deported after losing 
their rights of self-determination.

Opposing Views in Supreme Court 
On the Denial of Citizenship to 
Prof. Macintosh and Marie Bland 


Sutherland Says 
Oath Requires Alien to 
Agree to Bear Arms — 
Chief Justice Hughes 
Takes Opposite View.

WASHINGTON, May 26. —wNat- 
uralization was denied to Dr. Doug- 
las Clyde Macintosh and Marie A. 
Bland, Canadians, in a 5-to-4 de- 
cision of the Supreme Court yester- 
day, because they refused to agree 
to take up arms to defend the 
Government in time of war. 
Justice Sutherland delivered the 
majority opinion and Justices But- 
ler, McReynolds, Van Devanter and 


Roberts agreed. Chief Justice 
Hughes read a vigorous dissent and 
Justices Holmes, Brandeis and 
Stone, often found together in min- 
ority opinions, also dissented. 

The Government, in opposing the 
naturalization of Miss Bland and 
Prof. Macintosh, said the question 
already had been settled by the re- 
fusal of the court to allow Rosika 
Schwimmer, Hungarian writer and 
linguist, to become a citizen. She 
also refused to take an oath to 
fight for the country. 

Justice Sutherland’s View. 

Justice Sutherland took the view 
the cases today were ruled by the 
principle laid down in barring her. 

He quoted from the decision of 
Justice Butler in that case, on May 
27, 1929, which said: “That it is 
the duty of citizens, by force of 
arms, to defend our Government 
against all enemies, whenever ne- 
cessity arises, is a fundamental 
principle of the Constitution.” 

Every seat in the courtroom was 
taken as Justice Sutherland began 
delivering the decision. His first 
words were low, but as he proceed- 
ed his voice rang throughout the 
chamber. 

“There are few finer or more 
exalted sentiments than that which 
finds expression in opposition to 
war,” he said. ‘‘Peace is a sweet 
and holy thing, and war is a hate- 
ful and abominable thing, to be 
avoided by any sacrifice or conces- 
sion that a free. people can make. 

“But thus far mankind has bees 
unable to devise any method of in- 
definitely prolonging the one or 
entirely abolishing the other; and, 
unfortunately, there is nothing 
which seems to afford positive 
ground for thinking that the near 
future will witness the beginning 
of the reign of perpetual peace, for 
which all good men and women 
everywhere never cease to pray.” 

War Permits No Hedging. 

He said the war power tolerated 
no qualifications or limitations and 
that Congress, not the Constitution, 
had modified the obligation of 
armed service of citizens who are 
conscientious objectors. 

Justice Sutherland said proof that 
Congress regarded admission to 
citizenship as a serious matter was 
seen from the conditions and pre- 
cautions which surrounded it. 

He said that portion of the stat- 
ute. which required examination of 
the applicant and witnesses in open 
court seemed to him to indicate 
clearly that the Government wished 
to determine whether the prospec- 
tive citizen would “assist in the de- 
fense of the country, not to the 
extent or in the manner he may 
choose, but to such extent and in 
such manner as he lawfully may be 
required to do.” 

“In express terms,” he added, 
“Congress is empowered to ‘declare 
war’ which necessarfly connotes the 
plenary power to wage war with all 
the force necessafy to make effec- 
tive and to ‘raise armies,’ which 
necessarily connotes the like power 
to say who shall serve in them and 
in what way.” 

Chief Justice Hughes Dissents. 


Chief Justice Highes said the 
cases hinged on the narrow point 
of whether Congress had exacted a 
promise to bear arms as a condi- 
tion of its grant of naturalization. 

“That the Congress has not made 
such an express promise necessary 
is apparent,’’ he said. ‘The question 
is whether that exaction is to be 
implied from certain general words 
which do not, as it seems to me, 
either literally or historically, de- 
mand the implication.” 

Chief Justice Hughes said the 
oath of naturalization was in sub- 
stance the one required of civil of- 
ficers. 

To conclude that the general 
oath of office would bar citizens 
from office who had _ religious 
scruples against bearing arms, he 
said, would be repugnant to “the 
fundamental principle of repre- 
sentative government.” He added 
he saw no ground for interpreting 
the two oaths differently. 

The Chief Justice said the at- 
tempt to bind one’s conscience by 
the taking of oaths, or the submis- 
sion to tests, has been the cause of 
many deplorable conflicts. 

Chief Justice Hughes referred to 
the “exemplary” qualifications of 
Macintosh and said there were 
many ways of defending the coun- 
try in time of war other than by 
bearing arms. He said he thought 
there was ample opportunity for 
essential services without overrid- 
ing religious scruples.

CIVIC NEEDS GROUP

UN STATION PLAZA 


Names Committee to Con- 
fer With City Officials on 
Plan for Two-Block De- 


velopment. 


ARCHITECTS LIKELY 
TO FIGHT PROJECT 


Statement Made That Some 
of Problems of Neighbor- 
hood Are Not Corrected 
by Proposal. 


The General Council on Civic 
Needs last night aligned itself with 


other groups that have questioned 
the Board of Public Service propo- 
sal to put automobile parking 
spaces on Aloe Plaza, opposite Un- 
ion Station. 

The councit’ adopted unanimous- 
ly a resolution for appointment of 
a committee to confer with city 
officials about the development of 
the two-block plaza, because it was 
felt the board plan did not correct 
some of the pro>lems of the plaza 
neighborhood. 

About 150 persons, representing 
constituent associations, attended 
the council meeting at Rubicam 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Poto- 
mac street, which inaugurated a 
system of holding these sessions 
quarterly in various parts of the 
city. 

A week ago the Board of Public 
Service approved a $200,000 plan 
recommended by President Kinsey, 
which provided for the parking 
spaces, a fountain, landscaping and 
a building to house the travelers’ 
aid office of the Mullanphy Emi- 
grant Relief Fund. This plan was 
questioned by the Municfipal Art 
Commission and the Citizens’ -Bond 
Issue Supervisory Committee, 
which will contrast with it the 
earlier $1,200,000 design by the 
City Plan Commission. 

The art commission and super- 
visory committee have invited the 
Plan Commission to discuss the 
subject with them. The Plan Com- 
mission, meeting tonight, is expect- 
ed to consider its attitude. 

Neun Against Plan. 

Yesterday, Acting Mayor Neun 
announced his opposition to the 
board’s scheme, because of the 
parking space and the building. 
The St. Louis Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects is 
likely to take a similar stand to- 
night. While the city has a $200,- 
000 fund available for the board’s 
plan, it has not set up funds ade- 
quate to carry out a more compre- 
hensive scheme. Plan commission 
officials have said it would be pos- 
sible to scale their design down so 
that it would not cost so much. 

The board’s proposal is pending, 
it having been the intention to car- 
ry it out soon. The Civic Needs 
Council resolution, introduced by 
John Bryan, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Buildings Committee, alluded to 
the existence of the plan commis- 
sion scheme, and said: 

“Whatever development is final- 
ly agreed upon for this project 
should be on a scale in keeping 
with the impofttance of a city the 
size of St. Louis. A _ study of the 
latest (board) plan does not indi- 
cate that some of the outstanding 
problems in this neighborhood are 
corrected, chiefly the parking 
problem, including facilities for 
taxicabs, and also that of separa- 
ting automobile traffic from the 
facilities proposed for travelers de- 
Siring a rest while waiting between 
trains.”’ 

Plan Board Proposal. 

The plan’ commission design 
called for two levels—a landscaped 
upper one for people and a lower 
one for concealed parking. The 
purpose of the council's commit- 
tee which will confer with city 
officails was described in the reso- 
lution as “‘securing for St. Louis a 
development on this property 
which will be adequate to meet the 
problems pressing for solution, and 
at the same time guarantee to the 
city an approach to its chief gate- 
way that will be commensurate

Aid Business, Couzens Advises 
Si a if Industrial Leaders 


Capitalists Caused Depres- 
sion by Taking Exorbi- 
tant Share of Profits, Pro- 
duced by Workers, Says 
Former Detroit Mayor.

gan, does not believe that depres-| 
sion in this country is due to world | 
depression, nor does he believe that | 
our recovery depends on world re- 
covery. He believes, and emphat- 
ically says, that American capital- 
ists caused the American depres- 
sion mainly by taking an exorbitant 
Share of the earnings of American 
industry, and that recovery can be 
accomplished only by securing the 
livelihoods and increasing the pur- 
chasing power of American work- 
ers. 

Couzens is a capitalist. He was 
one of the principal creators of 
what is perhaps the most success- 
ful business enterprise in the world 
—the Ford Motor Co. His achieve- 
ments in public life, ag Mayor of 
Detroit and as United States Sen. 
ator, have been commensurate with 
his earlier successes in business. 
Hence, when he discusses either 
business or government, or both, 
it is safe to assume that he knows 
his subject. 


“Our depression would have | 
come whether there was a world} 
depression or not,” he told the 
writer. ‘‘Why? Because for a long 
period before the crash our produc- 
tion had béen outrunning our con- 
sumption. The workers were pro- 
ducing moré than they could buy 
with the wages they received. I 
don’t know to what extent our con- 
dition has been aggravated by 
world conditions, but I do know 
that our predicament is primarily 
due to the inequitable distribution 
of the earnings of industry as be- 
tween capital and labor. 1 have 
not seen a single denial of that 
statement—-even by the bankers 
who are urging wage reductions. 


Workers Produced More. 


“Notwithstanding the general 
assumption that wages were high, 
all available statistics show that 
during the years preceding the de- 
pression the increase in productiv- 
ity per man was greater than the 
increase in wages. In other words, 
although the worker got more 
money, he produced still. more 
goods. Somebody got the differ- 
ence, and we all know who it was. 
The strange thing is that the fel- 
lows who got it couldn’t see they 
were spoiling their own game.” 

“What ought to be done now?” 
the Senator was asked. 

“There is no magic formula that 
will restore prosperity by 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon,” he replied, 
“but there are a number of ways 
by which conditions could be im- 
proved. One important element in 
the present situation is the fact 
that more than 6,000,000 workers

are unemployed. Another is the 
fact that the 40,000,000 who are 
gainfully employed are not buying 
at a normal rate. They live in fear 
that their wages will be cut, or 
that they will be laid off, or that 
they will lose their jobs. Conse- 
quently, instead of spending, they 
hoard. 

“A few days ago there was a 
national convention of mutual sav- 
ings banks officials in Washington, 
and it was disclosed that savings 
are increasing. This seemed to 
cause some astonishment, but there 
is nothing strange about it. The 
disclosure simply confirmed my 
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conviction that the 40,000,000 work- 
ers who have jobs are saving every 
nickel they can scrape together be- 
cause they are afraid of the future. 


Would Guarantee Jobs. 


“It is perfectly obvious, there- 
fore, that the way to stimulate buy- 
ing among these 40,000,000 work- 
ers is to allay their uncertainty. 
This can only be done through the 
action of employers in guarantee- 
ing wages and employment for the 
future. Allied industries could 
pool their reserves as has been 
done by the garment manufactur- 
ers of New York City in conjunc- 
tion with the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers, and guarantee their 
employes a certain number of 
weeks’ work at a fixed wage, for 
the ensuing year. Confidence 
would return, consumption would 
increase and presently the van- 
unemployed would 
start coming back to work. 


“T believe there would be an im- 
mediate improvement in the sit- 
uation if employers would get to- 
gether and say to their workers: 
‘We do not intend to lay anybody 
off; we do not intend to reduce 
wages; on the contrary, we expect 
to devise means of incredsing 
wages.” Of course, they would 
have to be sincere about it. There 
is an element of psychology in this 
depression, but the situation will 
not be improved by empty prom- 
ises.”’

Arrangements Made for Transfers 
from Street Cars and for Re- 
routing of Coaches. 

Special street car and bus sched- 
ules for the Municipal Opera, be- 
ginning Friday night, were an- 
nounced today, and follow the 
lines of similar transportation in 
previous seasons.

4 uae Fro Jurisdiction Unless Com- 
petitor Really Is Harmed. 
Ty the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—An or- 
der of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion directing the Raladam Co. of 
Detroit, makers of an antifat prep.« 
aration, to stop certain advertising 
was held invalid yesterday by the 
Supreme Court. 

The commission based its case 
against the Raladam Co. on @ 
charge of unfair methods of com- 
petition. Justice Sutherland, who 
delivered the opinion, said, how- 
ever, the commission had failed to 
show any injury to competitors 
through the advertising, pointing 
out that none of the supposed com- 
petitors had appeared at the hear- 
ings which preceded the order. The 
only evidence, he added,-came from 
»,edical sources and physicians who 
did not compete with the concern. 

“The commission cannot,” Jus- 
tice Sutherland said, “by assuming 
‘he existence of competition, if in 
‘act there be none, give itself juris- 


diction to make such an order. If, 
as a result of inquiry, it turns out 
that the assumption of competition 
is without foundation, that order 
necessarily fails and proceedings 
must be dismissed.” 

The case was regarded as a test 
of the commission's control over a 
wide field of advertising, but the 
Court held commission authority 
was sharply defined by the Federal 
trade practices act under which 
the commission operates. 

Justice Sutherland said the court 


was not called upon to say whether 
the Raladam Co. had: subjected it- 
self to prosecution under statutes 
involving the misbranding of foods 
and drugs. 

The commission in its briefs and 
argument contended the Raladam 
Co.’s antifat remedy was composed 
in part of a thyroid extract, that 
its use was dangerous and that 
company advertising concerning 
the product was false.

Cooked Foods. 


of the great achievements of 

prehistoric man. Fire gave 
him mastery over beasts and over 
cold. Fire enabled him to movlid 
metals into useful ‘tools and 
weapons. 

Fire also enabled man to pre- 
digest his food. For cooking is es- 
sential predigestion, outside of tho 
stomach and intestines. 

Most foods are made more 4)i.- 
gestible by cooking. and certain 
foods, as,, for example. rice or po- 
tatoes, cannot be eaten raw. Cook- 
ing renders meat more tender by 
softening and breaking up the con- 
nective tissues. The constitution of 
meats in particular is changed and 
its flavors improved. 

Cooking also sterilizes food and 
renders it safe for eating. Metch- 


nikoff considered cooking the great- 


est sanitary innovation ever intro- 
duced to protect man against in- 
fection. 

Most of the germs which affect 
man are easily destroyed by heat. 
Hence fire is truly a great purifier 
in the cook-pot. There are many 
advantages, therefore, to cooking 
But also some slight disadvantages. 

The principal disadvantage in 
cooking is the destruction of cer- 
tain vitamines. There is also some 
slight loss of mineral salts and 
some of the nutritive elements of 
the food, but these disadvantages 
are insignificant compared to the 
advantages. 

The, destruction of vitamines by 
cooking may be ov ercome by regu- 
larly including fruits and vegeta- 
bles in the diet. 

Vitamines A and C are particu- 
larly liable to destruction by heat 
Vitamin A may be readily supplied 
through butter, milk and cod-liver 
oll. Vitamin B is found in raw, 
canned or dried tomatoes, fresh 
raw cabbage, spinach and in lesser 
quantities in milk. 

It has been well established that 
all safe diets must include a@ cer- 
tain quantity of raw foods. Raw 
vegetables and fruits will more 
than compensate for any slight dis- 
advantages that arise by cooking 
other foods.
